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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN. 


The  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Weymouth,  for  the  year 
ending  March  4,  1872,  respectfully  submit  their  Report,  with 
the  annexed  Schedule  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures,  as 
follows :  — 

The  amounts  raised  and  appropriated  by  the  town,  at  its  last 
annual  March  meeting,  for  defraying  its  ordinary  expenses  during 
the  year  now  just  closed,  and  for  the  reduction  of  its  debt,  were 
very  liberal,  but  would  not  have  required  the  raising  of  the 
rate  of  taxation  beyond  the  limit  suggested  in  the  last  annual 
report  of  our  predecessors  of  one  and  one-half  per  centum  of 
the  valuatiou,  except  for  a  change  in  the  law  relating  to  the 
assessment  of  shares  in  banks,  enacted  after  the  date  of  that 
meeting,  which  resulted  in  an  addition  of  four  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars  forty-one  one  hundredths, 
to  the  amount  voted  by  the  town.  This  unexpected  increase 
of  receipts  has  been  applied  to  further  diminish  the  town  debt, 
which  is  now  reduced  to  an  amount  which  but  slightly  exceeds 
one  per  centum  upon  its  taxable  valuation. 

The  selectmen,  during  the  year,  have  worked  the  widenings 
and  straightenings  laid  out  by  the  county  commissioners  on 
North  street,  from  Bridge  street  to  Stepping  Stone  Bridge,  on 
Front  street,  from  Washington  square  to  Federal  street;  on 
Pleasant  street,  from  the  Pratt  School-house  to  the  house 
of  John  A.  E.  Loud  ;  and  on  Pond  street,  from  the  Old  Colony 
Railroad  to  a  point  near  the  house  of  Perez  Loud,  and  from 
the  junction  of  Main  street  to  Abington  line.  We  have  also 
removed  the  ledge  on  Commercial  street,  at  East  Weymouth,  in 
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front  of  the  school-house,  which  was  included  in  the  widening 
of  that  street,  as  laid  out  by  said  commissioners. 

We  have  also  completed  the  building  of  the  new  streets  at 
East  Weymouth,  known  as  Grove  and  Cedar  streets  ;  have  con¬ 
structed  a  sidewalk  on  Federal  street,  from  Front  to  Summer 
street,  and  have  completed  the  grading  of  Tremont  street. 

The  guide-boards,  and  boards  to  designate  streets,  which 
were  in  preparation  at  the  close  of  last  year,  have  been  finished 
and  erected  during  the  current  year,  and  we  are  able  to  report 
that  these  convenient  way  marks  are  now  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition. 

The  commissioners  appointed  under  the  act  of  the  legisla¬ 
ture  passed  in  the  year  1870,  to  determine  anew  in  what  propor¬ 
tion  and  manner  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  bridges  over 
Weymouth  Fore  and  Back  Rivers  shall  be  hereafter  paid,  have 
made  their  report  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  awarding 
that  one-half  of  such  expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  of 
Weymouth,  seven  twenty-fourths  by  the  town  of  Hingham, 
and  five  twenty-fourths  by  the  town  of  Quincy.  The  question 
of  the  acceptance  of  this  report  is  still  pending  in  said  court. 

During  the  year,  the  title  to  the  Nadell  estate  has  been  vested 
in  one  of  our  board  in  trust  for  the  town ;  and  it  has  been 
occupied  by  a  tenant,  with  whom  negotiations  for  a  sale  have 
been  had,  but  without  effecting  that  result.  The  question  of 
the  town’s  right  and  liability  to  pay  for  the  services  of  persons 
employed  by  a  fire-ward  to  aid  in  extinguishing  fires  in  the 
woods,  which  threatened  the  destruction  of  valuable  buildings, 
submitted  for  our  determination  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  has 
been  carefully  considered  by  us,  aided  by  the  advice  of  emi¬ 
nent  counsel ;  and  we  report,  as  the  result  of  such  considera¬ 
tion  and  advice,  that  the  town  has  no  legal  authority  to  raise  or 
appropriate  money  for  that  purpose. 

The  fire-wards,  or  any  three  of  them,  may,  when  necessary, 
“ require  assistance ,”  or  impress  the  services  of  citizens  in 
arresting  the  progress  of  a  conflagration ;  but  such  compulsory 
service  is  not  legally  entitled  to  pecuniary  compensation,  but  is 
required  upon  the  broad  ground  that  the  Commonwealth  has  a 


claim  upon  all  her  citizens  when  the  public  safety  is  endan¬ 
gered  by  a  tire,  as  well  as  when  it  results  from  a  riot,  a  rebel¬ 
lion,  or  a  foreign  invasion.

Mr.  Leonard  Aldrich  continued  in  charge  of  the  Almshouse  until 
the  first  day  of  April  last,  when  he  was  succeeded  Mr.  Wilbur  C. 
Austin,  with  whom  we  contracted  for  one  year’s  services  of  himself 
and  wife  at  a  salary  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

The  treatment  and  care  of  the  inmates  of  the  Almshouse,  by  the 
present  superintendent  and  matron,  have  been  kind  and  watchful,  and 
their  methods  of  conducting  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  house  have 
been  prudent  and  otherwise  commendable. 

The  management  of  the  farm  has  been  satisfactory  to  the  Over¬ 
seers,  and  although  the  receipts  for  produce  have  been  much  less  than 
the  average  for  the  past  four  years,  we  do  not  attribute  its  diminished 
production  to  any  lack  of  skill  or  faithful  labor  on  the  part  of  the 
superintendent.  The  principal  crop  for  several  years  prior  to  the 
last  has  been  hay,  and  the  past  season  has  been  very  unfavorable  for 
that  crop  ;  so  that  while  the  expenditures  have  been  controlled  by  a 
wise  economy,  the  failure  of  income  from  this  source  has  caused  the 
balance  of  expense  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  the  house  to  ex¬ 
ceed  that  of  former  years. 

One  birth  has  occurred  in  the  house  during  the  year,  but  no  death, 
although  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  sickness,  requiring  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  a  physician,  has  taken  place. 

The  whole  number  of  paupers  in  the  house  during  the  year  has 
been  twenty-five;  the  average  number  seventeen  and  one  half;  and 
the  number  at  its  close  is  twenty. 

The  apparent  cost  of  support  for  each  pauper  has  been  two  dollars 
and  sixty-nine  cents  per  week.  The  number  of  inmates  who  were 
able  to  perform  hard  labor  upon  the  farm,  or  roads,  w*as  limited  dur¬ 
ing  nearly  the  whole  of  the  farming  season,  to  two  persons.

REPORT  OP  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  School  Committee  of  Weymouth  submit  to  the  town  the 
following  reports,  as  required  by  the  statute  of  the  Commonwealth. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  on  the  sixth  day  of  March  last,  the  town 
voted  to  raise  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  the  support  of  schools  the 
ensuing  year. 

It  also  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  for  the 
repairs  of  school-houses,  but  subsequently  instructed  the  Committee 
to  finish  the  school-room  in  the  upper  part  of  the  new  school-house  at 
East  Weymouth,  on  Commercial  street,  and  that  one  thousand  dollars, 
or  as  much  as  was  needed  for  that  purpose,  be  appropriated  from  the 
amount  raised  for  the  repairs  of  school-houses. 

The  whole  subject-matter  of  the  schools,  together  with  the  care  of 
all  the  school  property,  was  left  in  charge  of  the  Committee,  the  town 
having  refused  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  in 
their  last  report  to  employ  a  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  Committee  accepted  the  trust  thus  forced  upon  them  somewhat 
reluctantly,  knowing  as  they  did  by  actual  experience,  the  impossi¬ 
bility  of  their  exercising  such  a  sj^stematic  and  careful  supervision  of 
the  schools  as  might  be  exercised  by  such  a  superintendent  as  the 
Committee  had  recommended  the  town  to  emplo3T. 

On  the  day  following  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town,  the  Committee 
held  a  meeting  at  the  hall  of  the  Union  National  Bank  of  Weymouth, 
and  all  the  members  being  present,  proceeded  at  once  to  organize  the 
board  by  the  choice  of  chairman  and  clerk,  and  then  to  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  necessities  of  the  different  parts  of  the  town  in  regard  to 
schools.  After  duly  considering  the  subject,  and  ascertaining  the 
number  of  schools  that  ought  and  could  be  sustained  at  the  prices  it 
would  be  necessary  to  pay,  we  decided  to  establish  two  High  schools, 
to  be  located  one  at  North  Weymouth  and  the  other  at  South 
Weymouth. 
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Five  Grammar  schools  to  be  taught  by  males,  to  be  located  one  in 
each  ward  of  the  town.  Four  Grammar  schools,  to  be  taught  by 
females,  to  be  located,  — in  the  first  ward,  one  ;  second,  one  ;  third, 
one  ;  and  in  the  fourth,  one. 

Eleven  Intermediate  schools,  to  be  located, — in  the  first  ward,  one  ; 
second,  four  ;  third,  three  ;  fourth,  one  ;  and  the  fifth,  two.  Three 
Intermediate  and  Primary  mixed  schools,  to  be  located  in  the  fifth 
ward.  Twelve  Primary  schools,  to  be  located, — in  the  first  ward,  one  ; 
second,  four  ;  third,  three  ;  fourth,  three  ;  and  in  the  fifth,  one.  An 
assistant  teacher  was  granted  to  the  North  Weymouth  High  school, 
and  an  assistant  teacher  one  half  of  each  day  in  the  Adams  Grammar 
school. 

In  the  third  ward,  last  year,  one  of  the  Intermediate  schools  was 
abandoned,  and  the  most  advanced  scholars  in  the  schools  of  that 
ward  were  sent  to  the  Grammar  schools  in  Broad  street,  and  the 
Intermediate  teacher,  without  change  of  wages,  was  employed  to  assist 
in  both  of  said  schools.  This  was  tried  as  an  experiment,  and  was 
found  to  work  well,  and  so  the  same  arrangement  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  the  present  year  and  still  works  admirably. 

It  was  thought  by  some  of  the  board  that  the  Main-street  Gram¬ 
mar  school  was  peculiarly  a  hard  one,  and  that  the  teacher  should  be 
paid  more  than  the  other  female  teachers  of  Grammar  schools,  and  it 
was  voted  to  pay  the  teacher  of  that  school  two  dollars  a  week  extra. 

The  Committee  decided  to  allow  the  male  teachers  of  Grammar 
schools  last  year  who  are  retained  the  present  year  an  increase 
of  salary  of  fifty  dollars  each  per  year.  The}''  subsequently  voted  to 
allow  Mr.  Baxter,  of  East  Weymouth,  the  same  increase  of  salary  in 
order  to  retain  his  services  in  that  school,  which  were  deemed 
so  important  that  the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  town  obtained  by 
subscription  about  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  to  be  added 
to  the  amount  still  paid  by  the  town,  it  being  the  smallest  sum  for 
which  he  would  continue  in  his  school. 

Hon.  Abner  Holbrook  made  the  same  proposition  to  the  Committee 
as  last  year,  that  he  would  pay  from  the  Pratt  fund,  of  which  he  is 
trustee,  three  hundred  dollars  towards  sustaining  a  male  teacher  in 
the  Pratt  Grammar  school,  which  was  accepted  by  the  Committee. 

The  above  is  the  present  arrangement  of  the  schools.  It  has  not 
been  precisely  this  during  the  whole  year,  as  an  extra  school  has  been 
established  in  Ward  two;  and  the  grade  of  one  or  more  schools  has 
been  changed  during  the  year. 

As  the  schools  are  now  established,  the  whole  expense  of  teaching 
a  year  of  forty  weeks  to  the  town  would  be  as  follows  :  — 
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Two  principals  of  High  schools,  each  $1,200  per  year,  $2,400  00 
Assistant  to  North  High  school,  .....  500  00

The  Committee  having  heretofore  been  very  much  annoyed  by 
applications  to  suspend  the  schools  for  various  purposes, —  some  of 
which  were  very  proper,  and  others  not  apparently  so  much  so,  some 
general  in  their  application,  and  others  purely  local, —  and,  inasmuch 
as  each  school  day  costs  the  town  more  than  a  hundred  dollars,  and 
most  of  the  teachers  are  so  situated  that  they  can  about  as  well  as 
not  make  up  for  such  lost  time,  the  Committee  adopted  the  following 
rule  :  That  the  school  year  shall  consist  of  forty  weeks  of  live  days 
in  a  week  of  actual  school-keeping,  making  two  hundred  whole  days 
constitute  a  school  year,  and  that  the  legal  holidays  are  the  only  days 
on  which  the  schools  are  to  be  suspended  by  the  teachers,  provided 
however  that  for  good  and  sufficient  cause  the  local  committee  may 
grant  permission  to  suspend  on  other  days,  by  requiring  such  lost 
time  to  be  made  up  which  however  shall  not  be  made  up  on  Saturdays. 
This  rule  has  seemed  to  be  quite  satisfactory  to  most  of  the  teachers, 
and  has  been  found  to  answer  well  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  made. 

The  Committee  continued  the  rule  of  requiring  monthly  reports  to 
be  made  by  the  teachers,  and  although  many  of  them  are  imperfect; 
for  want  of  a  little  care  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  in  making  them, 
yet  they  are  found  to  be  of  great  value,  inasmuch  as  they  furnish 
important  facts,  monthly,  to  the  Committee,  which  could  not  be  easily 
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learned  in  any  other  way,  especially  where  the  Committee,  divided  into 
sub-committees,  have  the  supervision  of  the  schools  instead  of  a 
superintendent. 

The  subject-matter  of  supplying  all  our  school-houses  with  light¬ 
ning  rods,  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee,  but  inas¬ 
much  as  we  feel  somewhat  doubtful  as  to  the  best  and  safest  course 
to  be  pursued,  and  with  the  knowledge  that  very  many  persons  do  not 
regard  them,  in  their  best  condition,  as  much  protection,  and  then  the 
fact  that  rods  on  school-houses  are  constantly  getting  out  of  order  by 
being  climbed  by  the  scholars,  and  when  so,  are  vastly  worse  than 
none,  and  as  the  cost  would  amount  to  a  large  sum,  we  have  felt  that 
it  would  be  assuming  a  great  responsibility  for  us  to  decide.  Vi  e  have 
therefore  preferred  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  town  for  decision,  and 
accordingly  have  caused  an  article  to  be  inserted  in  the  warrant 
for  this  purpose. 

There  have  been  a  great  many  complaints  made  to  the  Committee 
in  regard  to  the  course  of  studies  adopted  for  our  High  schools.  There 
are  many  parents  who  would  make  sacrifice  to  keep  their  children 
longer  at  school  if  they  could  attend  the  High  schools  without  being 
required  to  study  the  languages.  Indeed,  there  has  been  a  difference 
of  opinion  for  years  among  the  Committee  on  this  very  point,  and  it 
still  continues.  Last  spring  a  sub-committee  of  the  board,  together 
with  the  teachers  of  our  High  schools,  took  this  subject  into  consid¬ 
eration  and  after  much  deliberation,  adopted  the  two  courses  hereafter 
inserted,  called  “  Classical  Course”  and  “  English  Course,”  with  a 
provision,  that  one  day  in  each  week  should  be  devoted  by  the  whole 
school  to  the  study  of  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography,  Reading 
and  Spelling,  with  Rhetorical  exercises.  Although  this  change  is  a 
great  improvement,  yet  it  is  found  on  trial  not  to  meet  the  wants  of 
parents  and  others.  The  difficulty  lies  too  deep  to  be  reached  in  this 
way,  as  we  shall  show. 

In  the  first  place,  the  town  instructs  the  Committee  to  establish  two 
High  schools,  and  it  is  expected  and  understood  that  one  is  to  be 
located  in  the  north  part  of  the  town,  embracing  about  two-thirds  of 
the  scholars  in  town,  and  the  other  in  the  south  part  of  the  town, 
embracing  about  one-third. 

This  instruction  compels  the  Committee  to  fix  the  point  of  qualifi¬ 
cation  for  admittance  to  the  High  schools  low  enough  to  secure  a 
requisite  number  of  scholars  for  a  school  in  each  of  these  locations, 
and  the  Committee  feel  constrained  to  fix  the  same  point  for  each  of 
the  schools,  otherwise  one  of  them  would  be  degraded  at  its  com¬ 
mencement. 
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The  result  last  spring  was,  that  we  had  a  school  of  sixty  scholars 
in  the  north  part  of  the  town,  and  one  of  forty-two  scholars  in  the 
south  part.  The  number  at  the  north  being  so  large  as  to  render  an 
assistant  teacher  indispensable. 

The  attainments  required  for  admittance  to  the  High  schools  are  so 
low  that  the  scholars  are  admitted  before  they  are  sufficiently  ad¬ 
vanced  in  the  lower  branches,  to  leave  them,  and  take  up  the 
branches  that  are  now  taught  in  the  High  schools,  as  will  clearly  ap¬ 
pear  from  the  following  questions,  which  were  used  in  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  applicants  in  March  last,  together  with  the  per  cent  of  correct 
answers  which  were  given  by  the  successful  candidates.

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These  were  the  successful  applicants  for  admission  to  the  North 
High  school,  in  March  last,  and  those  at  the  South  were  no  better. 
Forty  applied  for  admission  at  the  North,  so  that  just  one-half  were 
successful. 

The  above  result  shows  how  poorly  educated  the  successful  appli¬ 
cants  were  in  arithmetic,  grammar  and  geography,  and  inasmuch  as 
applicants  had  never  been  examined  on  any  other  branches  except 
these  for  this  purpose,  but  very  little  attention  has  been  given  to  other 
branches  in  our  Grammar  schools,  the  aim  seeming  to  be  to  get  ad¬ 
mitted  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  to  the  High  school.  Parents, 
scholars,  teachers,  and  sometimes  the  Committee,  uniting  their  efforts 
to  this  end.

Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography,  Reading  and  Spelling,  with 
Rhetorical  exercises,  shall  betaken  up  weekly,  on  school-day  selected 
by  the  Principals  of  the  respective  High  schools.  The  entire  day  so 
selected  shall  be  devoted  to  said  studies,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  oth- 

i 

ers. 

From  the  above,  it  may  been  seen  that  in  both  the  classical  and 
English  course  of  study,  Latin  is  required  during  the  first  three  years 
of  attendance. 

Greek  and  French,  and  the  higher  branches,  make  up  the  list  of  stud 
ies  for  either  course,  although  last  spring  the  Committee  decided  that 
one  day  each  week  should  be  devoted  by  tte  whole  school  to  the 
study  of  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography,  Reading  and  Spelling, 
with  the  Rhetorical  exercises. 
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Now,  one  grand  trouble  arises  from  the  fact,  that  the  scholars  who 
enter  our  High  schools  do  not  remain  in  them  through  the  whole  course, 
about  twenty-five  per  cent  leaving  each  year,  so  that  not  more  than  one 
quarter  of  those  admitted  remain  to  graduate  at  the  end  of  the  course. 
Nearly  all  of  those  who  leave  in  one  two  or  three  years  after  their 
connection  with  the  school,  receive  but  little  benefit  from  the  study 
of  the  languages,  beyond  that  incidentally  derived  from  all  study, 
namely,  that  of  disciplining  the  mind,  which  benefit  could  far  better 
be  secured  by  studying  those  branches  which  would  be  of  practical 
use  for  them  to  know. 

These  scholars  leave  school  and  commence  their  life-work  of  labor, 
in  most  cases,  bad  spellers,  poor  readers,  with  a  very  limited  knowledge 
of  the  branches  required  to  be  taught  in  our  grammar  schools. 

They  are  hardly  advanced  enough  in  Arithmetic  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  life  ;  but  few  of  them  can  write  the  English  lan¬ 
guage  correctly  ;  with  Geography  and  History,  they  have  but  slight 
acquaintance  ;  and  as  to  Book-keeping  and  Drawing,  they  are  entirely 
ignorant.  How  much  better  it  would  be  for  all  these  to  spend  their 
alloted  time  in  school  on  these  and  other  English  branches,  and  give 
no  attention  to  the  languages.  But  these  three -fourths  are  not  all 
the  sufferers  by  the  course  pursued  ;  the  other  fourth,  those  who  grad¬ 
uate,  the  larger  part  of  which  desire  to  become  teachers  in  our  schools, 
are  found  upon  examination  to  be  very  deficient  in  their  education  on 
those  branches  which  they  would  be  required  to  teach  in  our  Gram¬ 
mar  and  Intermediate  schools  ;  not  more  than  one-fourth  part  of  them 
would  do  more  than  just  pass  an  examination  to  enter  the  High  school 
even  at  our  low  requirements,  and  so  either  our  common  schools  must 
suffer  for  want  of  sufficiently  educated  teachers,  or  we  are  compelled 
to  look  to  other  localities  for  them. 

There  are  other  difficulties  in  relation  to  the  High  schools.  We 
have  no  proper  school-rooms  for  either  of  them,  and  more  especially 
for  the  one  in  the  north  part  of  the  town.  The  rooms  we  now  occupy 
there  are  just  about  large  enough  to  accommodate  a  school  of  ordinary 
size,  with  one  teacher  ;  but  we  are  obliged  to  have  an  assistant  teacher 
here,  and,  in  order  to  provide  room  for  her,  we  have  floored  over  one 
flight  ol  stairs  and  removed  the  partition  from  between  said  stairway 
and  a  small  ante-room,  and  so  have  made  a  room  that  has  thus  far 
answered  the  purpose,  but  it  is  very  much  too  small  for  convenience  ; 
then  there  is  quite  an  amount  of  school  apparatus  and  a  library  there, 
which  are  but  very  little  used  for  want  of  room,  and  are  suffering  sadly 
for  want  of  a  suitable  place  to  keep  them. 
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There  is  another  serious  evil  in  regard  to  the  location  of  this 
school.  The  twenty-five  scholars  who  attend  from  the  Landing,  have 
to  travel  as  far  to  get  to  the  depot  as  they  ought  to,  to  get  to  school, 
and  then  it  costs  each  of  them  ten  cents  a  day  for  fare  on  the  railroad, 
amounting  to  twenty  dollars  each  for  the  school  year  of  forty  weeks, 
and  making  an  aggregate  of  five  hundred  dollars,  provided  all  the 
scholars  from  the  Landing  should  ride  every  day. 

The  same  proportional  result  is  true  of  those  who  attend  from  East 
Weymouth,  and  the  location  is  not  good  even  for  Old  Spain. 

It  is  not  easy  to  see  how  all  these  difficulties  can  be  remedied. 

The  following  is  copied  from  the  interesting  report  of  the  learned 
superintendent  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  New  Bedford,  and 
so  clearly  represents  the  views  of  a  majority  of  our  Committee  at  the 
present  moment,  that  we  are  disposed  to  quote  it,  instead  of  writing 
out  our  own,  as  it  is  well  expressed,  and  carries  with  it  additional 
weight  because  it  is  the  testimony  of  one  disconnected  with  our 
schools,  and  therefore  is  not  influenced  by  any  of  our  surroundings. 

“  There  is  a  prevalent  impression,  that  the  studies  of  the  first  year  in 
the  High  school  are  of  comparatively  slight  importance,  and  the  ad¬ 
vice  is  often  given  to  parents  that,  unless  the  children  will  be  able  to 
remain  long  enough  to  complete  at  least  half  the  course  of  four  years, 
the}7  had  about  as  well  not  send  them  to  the  school  at  all.  I  lament 
the  existence  of  this  impression  ;  I  lament  still  more  to  be  compelled 
to  confess  that  it  is  amply  justified  by  the  studies  to  which  the  enter¬ 
ing  class  is  usually  confined.  For,  in  the  great  majority  of  instances, 
Latin  and  Algebra  constitute  the  staple  of  the  first  year’s  work.  Little 
or  no  systematic  attention  is  paid  to  the  study  of  the  English  lan 
guage.  Reading,  as  a  regular  exercise,  is  entirely  suspended,  Geog 
raphy  is  abandoned,  and  a  little  History,  perhaps,  is  the  only  link  that 
seems  to  connect  the  studies  of  the  present  with  those  of  the  past,  and 
with  the  positive  thought,  action,  and  needs  of  the  busy  world,  for 
which  the  scholars  are  preparing. 

“  Now,  the  study  of  Latin  and  Algebra  will  prove  comparatively 
worthless  to  the  scholar  unless  prosecuted  long  enough  to  bring  him 
into  intimacy  with  the  advanced  culture  of  the  one,  and  to  enable  him 
to  make  application  to  related  subjects  of  the  generalizations  of  the 
other.  What,  then  can  a  youth  gain  from  such  a  course  of  study,  if  he 
remain  in  the  school  only  from  a  year  to  eighteen  months,  as  is  the 
case  with  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  of  those  who  enter  the  High 
schools? 

“  This  wrongful  state  of  things  has  resulted  from  the  false  basis  on 
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which  High  schools  have  hitherto  been  constituted,  and  which  has 
been  fully  analyzed  in  a  previous  connection.  They  have  been 
chiefly  tenders  upon  the  colleges,  and  their  studies  have  been  organ¬ 
ized  accordingly  ;  the  first  and  second  years’  work  being  merely  pre¬ 
paratory  to  that  of  the  later  years.  No  regard  has  been  paid  to  the 
fact  that  a  large  number  are  to  drop  out  by  the  way.  No  specific 
connection  with  the  studies  of  the  Grammar  schools  has  been  recog¬ 
nized. 

“  Our  new  curriculum  has  been  prepared  on  far  different  principles. 
The  High  school  has  been  set  in  its  rightful  place  as  a  popular  insti¬ 
tution,  standing  at  the  head  of  the  public  school  s}rstem,  interlinked 
with  the  Grammar  schools  as  a  consistent  part  of  a  progressive  organ¬ 
ization,  and  bound  in  duty  to  furnish  such  an  education  as  will  be  for 
4  the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number’  in  reference  to  the 
demands  of  citizenship  and  practical  life.  Its  first  year’s  work,  there¬ 
fore,  as  well  as  that  of  every  succeeding  year,  so  constituted,  that 
every  month  of  study  may  be  made  a  season  of  positive  and  last¬ 
ing  profit,  no  matter  at  what  stage  of  progress  one’s  connection  with 
the  school  may  cease.  For  this  reason,  I  feel  confident  that  we  shall 
soon  be  able  to  dissipate  the  impression  I  have  spoken  of,  that  is  in¬ 
jurious  equally  to  the  progress  of  the  scholars  and  the  reputation  of 
the  schools.” 

In  our  own  case,  the  matter  stands  thus,  at  the  present  time.  We 
have  ninety  scholars  in  our  two  High  schools,  seventy-five  of  whom 
are  studying  Latin,  fourteen  French,  and  two  Greek.  Of  these  seven¬ 
ty-five  now  studying  Latin,  we  are  deeply  impresed  that  not  one-half 
of  them  will  continue  the  study  long  enough  to  derive  any  especial 
benefit  fronyit.  You  may  ask  us  why,  with  these  convictions  on  our 
minds,  have  they  been,  and  still  are,  allowmd  thus  to  waste  their  time. 
We  answer  first,  because  there  always  has  been  a  difference  of  opinion 
among  the  Committee,  and  secondly  and  mainly  because  the  public 
sentiment  of  this  community,  and  especially  of  the  schools,  encour- 
aged  by  the  teachers,  seems  to  be  that  those  and  those  only  who 
study  the  Latin  language  are  to  be  regarded  as  educated  ;  and  so 
every  one,  who  had  regard  to  his  reputation  as  a  scholar,  must  study 
that  language,  whether  he  is  qualified  or  wishes  to  or  not,  or  else,  he 
must  take  a  lower  position  in  society  and  feel  his  inferiority  through 
life.  In  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  this  is  a  wTrong  sentiment 
and  ought  at  once  to  be  corrected. 

Let  us  see  how  this  really  is,  by  taking,  for  example,  two  boys  at  the 
age  of  five  years,  of  equal  mental  and  physical  capacity,  and  whose 
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surroundings  are  in  every  way  alike ;  let  them  both  equally  devote 
their  time  and  energy  in  the  Primary,  Intermediate,  and  Grammar 
schools,  and  at  the  age  of  twelve  years,  we  will  suppose  they  are  just 
qualified  to  be  admitted  to  the  High  school  on  our  low  requirements. 

They  now  pursue  different  courses  ;  the  one  goes  on  with  studies 
already  commenced  in  the  lower  schools  and  with  a  wise  selection  of 
other  English  branches,  occupies  the  remainder  of  his  time,  the  other 
drops  almost  entirely  the  studies  he  has  thus  far  pursued,  and  devotes 
a  large  part  of  his  time  to  the  study  of  Latin.  At  the  end  of  the 
two  or  three  years,  they  are  both  taken  from  school  to  engage  in  the 
active  duties  of  Jife.  Which  now  of  the  two  is  the  educated  party? 
Does  not  the  English  scholar  stand  above  the  other  in  prepa¬ 
ration  to-  become  a  merchant,  mechanic,  farmer,  or  even  teacher,  if 
they  stop  at  this  point,  and  is  he  not  better  qualified  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  a  citizen?  Let  the  good  sense  of  each  answer  the  question 
for  himself,  and  let  him  act  accordingly. 

So  far  as  the  matter  of  studies  is  concerned  in  our  High  schools 
wre  think  that  the  following  resolution,  recently  adopted  by  the  com¬ 
mittee,  if  carried  out  in  good  faith  by-  all  interested  according  to  its 
true  spirit  and  intent,  together  with  a  change  in  our  “  English,  Course  ” 
from  a  name  to  a  reality ,  which  we  propose  to  do,  and  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  a  scholar  can  graduate  with  as  high  honors  from  the 
“English”  as  from  the  “  Classical  course”  will  essentially  remedy 
this  evil,  while  it  makes  ample  provisions  for  all  exceptional  cases. 

Resolved ,  That  scholars  in  our  High  schools  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
study  the  Latin  or  French  language  during  the  first  or  second  year 
of  their  connection  with  either  of  said  schools,  except  as  is  herein¬ 
after  provided. 

Any  scholar  who,  upon  examination,  is  found  s  ufficiently  advanced 
in  English  studies,  and  who  will  furnish  reasonable  grounds  of- belief 
to  the  committee  that  he  or  she  intends  and  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  continue  the  study  long  enough  to  receive  special  benefit  therefrom, 
may,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  whole  Committee,  be  allowed  to  study 
those  branches,  the  second  year  of  his  or  her  connection  with  said 
school  or  even  the  first  year,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee, 
the  exigency  of  the  case  seems  to  require  it. 

The  Committee  renew  their  recommendation  of  last  year  to  the 
town  to  employ  a  superintendent  of  schools.  The  question  whether 
to  employ  a  superintendent  to  do  this  work,  or  to  leave  it  with  the 
school  committee,  who  have  as  much  business  as  they  can  well  look 
after  aside  from  the  schools,  is  tantamount  to  the  question,  whether 
this  important  work  of  looking  after  the  interests  of  thirty -seven 
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schools,  with  forty  teachers,  shall  be  well  done  or,  to  a  certain  extent, 
left  undone.  For  our  further  views  on  this  subject,  we  would  refer  to 
our  report  of  last  year. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  in  town  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  fifteen  on  the  first  day  of  May  last,  as  reported  to  the  Committee 
by  the  assessors  of  the  town  was  1,888  as  follows:  Ward  one,  216. 
Ward  two,  536.  Ward  three,  486.  Ward  four,  309.  Ward  five,  341. 
It  is  estimated  that  at  least  150  of  these  have  not  attended  school  at 
all  during  the  year.  Very  little  if  any  improvement  has  been  made 
in  relation  to  absences  and  tardiness  during  the  past  3Tear. 

These  things  ought  not  so  to  be.  We  think  that  efforts  of  all 
should  be  united  to  effect  a  reformation  in  regard  to  them,  and  if 
needful,  to  have  the  laws  also  vigorously  enforced. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  school  in  Pond  street,  and  also 
the  one  in  Randolph  street,  be  abandoned  so  far  as  their  present  loca¬ 
tion  is  concerned,  and  that  instead  thereof,  rooms  for  the  accommo¬ 
dation  of  two  schools  be  provided  by  building  or  otherwise,  to  be 
located  somewhere  on  Pond  street  near  the  brow  of  the  hill,  south  of 
the  depot. 

The  houses  for  these  schools  are  found  to  be  badly  located,  but  very 
few  scholars  come  to  the  one  on  Pond  street  from  south  of  the  house, 
and  few  to  the  one  on  Randolph  street  from  west  of  the  house,  and 
they  are  each  so  far  from  the  Centre,  that  scholars  cannot  well  go 
from  the  vicinity  of  the  depot  to  those  locations,  and  besides,  they  are 
each  mixed  schools,  which  are  not  as  desirable  schools  as  the  graded 
ones,  and  so  those  parents  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  depot  would 
strongly  object  to  sending  their  children  to  either  of  them,  while  the 
Central-street  schools  are  well  graded  and  nearer. 

These  schools  are  now  very  small,  particularly  the  one  in  Randolph 
street,  while  the  Central-street  schools  are  full  to  overflowing.  Should 
rooms  be  provided,  as  advised  by  the  committee,  we  can  have  graded 
schools,  that  is,  Intermediate  and  Primary,  with  fifty  scholars  each,  and 
thereby  relieve  the  Central-street  schools  of  thirty-eight  of  their 
present  number,  so  that  we  shall  need  no  more  schools  than  we  now 
have  ;  for  we  shall  relieve  the  large  ones  and  fill  up  the  small  ones  by 
this  change,  and  secure  the  benefit  of  graded  schools. 

We  think  this  location,  so  near  the  depot  and  so  central,  will  be 
permanent,  and  in  a  few  3’ears  will  require  a  Grammar  school  also, 
which  will  then  make  a  complete  grade  of  common  schools. 

The  house  in  Pond  street  is  very  poor,  and  the  town  do  notown  the 
basement.  We  should  advise  that  this  house  be  sold.  The  house  in 
Randolph  street  is  comparativel}1,  new  and  a  good  one  ;  this  also  might 
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be  sold,  if  a  purchaser  can  be  found  to  give  a  fair  price  for  it,  or  it 
may  be  removed  to  the  new  location,  and  be  raised  up  and  an  addition 
and  basement  put  to  it,  for  probably  one-half  of  the  cost  of  an  entire 
new  house,  or  it  may  be  removed  to  another  location  somewhere  in 
or  near  Torrey  street,  where  a  Primary  school  must  soon  be  located. 

We  have  caused  an  article  to  be  inserted  in  the  warrant  to  bring 
this  subject  before  the  town,  that  it  may  take  such  action  in  the  premi¬ 
ses  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  town  its  importance  demands. 

The  Committee  have  estimated,  that  it  will  require  twenty-three 
thousand  dollars  for  the  support  of  schools,  and  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars  for  repairs  of  school-houses  the  ensuing  year.  They  therefore 
recommend,  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  said  sums  for  the 
object  above  specified. 


HIGH  AND  GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation,  that  bur  Pligh  and  Grammar  schools 
have  been  prospered  during  the  year.  It  was  not  to  be  expected  that 
fora  time  after  a  reorganization  of  our  Grammar  schools  and  placing 
male  teachers  at  their  head  that,  in  every  instance,  the  Committee 
should  have  secured  the  right  man  in  the  right  place,  Every  effort 
lias  been  put  forth  to  procure  the  best  talent  and  experience  the  school 
appropriation  would  enable  them  to  do  ;  but  it  must  be  remembered, 
that  the  appropriation  has  been  insufficient  to  pay  salaries  equal  to 
those  of  male  teachers  in  other  places  in  our  vicinity,  and  far  below 
those  now  paid  in  our  larger  towns.  Every  teacher  has  his  price,  and 
the  best  teachers,  with  few  exceptions,  willseek  those  positions  where 
the  highest  salaries  are  paid.  Notwithstanding  fthis,  we  have  had  a 
corp  of  efficient  workers,  who  have  devoted  themselves  earnestly  to 
their  duties,  with  good  results.  The  Athens  Grammar,  at  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  last  school  year,  lost  the  services  of  Mr.  George  T.  Little¬ 
field,  who  resigned  to  accept  a  similar  position  at  an  increased  salary 
in  Danvers.  His  place  was  filled  by  Mr.  John  T.  Cook,  who  came  to 
the  Committee  highly  recommended,  and  whose  examination  was  in 
all  respects  satisfactory.  He  failed,  however,  to  win  either  the  respect 
or  good-will  of  his  pupils.  His  discipline  was  defective,  his  instruc¬ 
tion  erratic,  and  his  judgment  poor ;  and,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Committee,  his  services  in  the  school  closed  with  the  summer  term. 
The  only  other  change  in  this  grade  has  been  in  the  Central-street 
Grammar  school,  Mr  Williams  being  succeeded  there  by  the  present 
principal.

The  order  and  discipline  of  our  Grammar  schools  during  the  year,  as 
a  general  thing,  has  been  good.  It  has  been  necessary  to  criticise 
somewhat  of  a  looseness  in  whispering  and  communication  in  the 
Broad-street  and  Main-street  Grammar.  The  order  in  the  Commer¬ 
cial-street  Grammar  is  worthy  of  special  commendation.  From  the 
chaotic  condition  in  which  the  school  was  left  at  the  close  of  last  year, 
it  has  been  raised  to  a  fo'remost  position  by  its  present  teaeher.  With¬ 
out  any  apparent  effort  on  his  part,  his  pupils  have  obeyed  with  alac¬ 
rity  the  rules  of  the  school,  and  quietly  and  industriously  attended  to 
their  duties.  A  marked  improvement  in  this  particular,  is  to  be  com¬ 
mended  also,  in  the  Athens  Grammar.  Let  parents  co-operate  with 
teachers  and  Committee  in  suppressing  insubordination,  and  let  the 
ground  that  if  a  school  rule  does  not,  in  all  respects,  satisfy  them,  yet 
the  general  good  may  require  its  enforcement ;  and,  at  least,  the 
upholding  of  children  in  breaking  it  can  but  work  disastrously  to  the 
interests  of  the  schools,  and  insubordination  in  any  of  them  will 
soon  become  unknown. 

Reading. 

A  marked  difference  in  our  Grammar  schools  was  noticed  at  the  ex¬ 
aminations  in  this  branch  ;  some  teachers  requiring  special  attention  to 
be  paid  to  punctuation,  and  the  definition  of  the  more  difficult  words, 
others  ignoriing  both.  Observation  has  led  us  to  the  conclusion  that 
those  classes,  drilled  in  punctuation  especially,  have  not  only  read 
with  more  discrimination,  but  with  greater  distinctness  and  care. 
We  consider  no  person  can  become  a  good  reader  by  rules,  yet  rules 
will  assist  greatly  in  enabling  such  person  to  convey  the  author’s  ideas 
and  catch  the  spirit  of  the  piece.  The  reading  in  the  lower  division 
of  the  Broad-street  Grammar  and  the  Adams  schools  in  these  respects 
is  to  be  commended.  In  the  principal’s  room  of  the  former  school, 
classes  in  reading  have  used  their  Histories,  and  apparently  much  in¬ 
terest  has  been  created  thereby.  Taken  as  a  whole,  too  little  atten¬ 
tion  has  been  paid  to  inflection,  distinct  articulation  and  emphasis. 
Every  class  should  be  drilled  in  the  elementary  sounds,  and  no  piece 
be  passed  over  until  it  can  be  read  readily,  clearly,  and  understand¬ 
ing^. 

Arithmetic. 

The  examinations  have  shown  a  great  difference  in  the  methods  of 
instruction  adopted  in  this  study.  In  the  Broad-street  Grammar, 
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special  attention  lias  been  paid  to  examples  which  were  readily  per¬ 
formed  and  explained  by  a  majority,  and  scarcely  any  attention  paid 
to  rules  and  definitions,  while,  in  the  Athens  school,  there  has  been  a 
leaning  to  the  opposite  extreme.  The  Committee  have  never  insisted 
upon  rules  and  definitions  being  given  in  the  words  of  the  book,  pro¬ 
vided  the  principle  involved  could  be  stated  in  a  scholar’s  own  words. 
In  our  opinion,  a  mean  between  the  extremes  above  stated  meets  with 
the  best  results.  The  classes  in  Arithmetic,  in  the  lower  division  of 
the  Broad-street  Grammar,  are  specially  to  be  approved,  as  indeed  are 
all  the  classes  in  this  school,  and  the  first-class  in  Mental  Arithmetic 
in  the  Adams.  In  the  Pratt  and  Central-street  Grammar,  too  much 
ground  has  been  gone  over  consistent  with  thoroughness.  At  the 
Main-street  Grammar,  there  were  some  very  satisfactory  recitations 
in  this  study,  but  there  appeared  to  be  a  gre^it  inequality  in  the  capac¬ 
ity  of  different  scholars  in  the  same  classes,  and  recitations  accord¬ 
ingly. 


Grammar. 

Somewhat  of  a  disproportion  has  been  noticed  in  this  study.  When 
schools  have  been  unfortunate  in  times  past  in  their  teachers,  schol¬ 
ars  have  been  thrown  back  further  in  this  branch  than  any  other. 
In  the  Commercial-street  Grammar  the  most  advanced  classes  have 
devoted  little  attention  to  analysis.  It  should  be  said,  however,  in 
commendation,  that  a  great  improvement  has  been  made  during  the 
year,  and  at  the  examination  on  what  they  had  taken  up,  scholars 
acquitted  themselves  with  credit.  At  the  Athens  school  none  of  the 
classes  in  Grammar  have  analysed  ;  the  teacher  and  Committee  consid- 
ing  inexpedient  until  their  appeared  to  be  greater  familiarity  with  Ety¬ 
mology.  In  the  Central-street  Grammar  a  specialty  has  been  made 
of  this  study,  and  in  its  technicalities  and  correct  and  prompt  analysis 
of  difficult  sentences,  an  unusual  proficiency  has  been  attained.  The 
Committee  now  require  this  study  to  be  taken  up  in  our  intermediate 
schools  and  favor  more  oral  instruction  in  it  than  heretofore  has  been 
given.

Geography. 

Classes  in  this  study  have  made  commendable  progress.  The  reci¬ 
tations  from  day  to  day  have  been  good,  as  a  general  thing,  when 
heard  by  the  Committee  at  their  monthly,  visitations.  Some  of  our 
teachers  have  made  it  very  interesting  to  their  pupils  by  giving  short

historical  accounts  of  the  countries  studied.  In  this  way,  the  lesson 
has  become  fixed  in  their  memory,  and  much  useful  general  informa¬ 
tion  obtained.  Map  drawing,  which  in  many  schools  is  made  a 
specialty,  has  received  little  attention  in  our  own.  The  Pratt  school 
is  perhaps  an  exception.  The  principal  of  that  school  has  taken  no 
inconsiderable  pains  to  drill  his  scholars  in  drawing  maps  by  rules, 
and  his  success  shows  that  it  “  can  be  done.”  We  question  much, 
however,  whether  general  proficiency  in  drawing  maps  will  be 
attained  until,  in  conformity  with  the  custom  in  most  of  the  large 
towns  near  Boston,  a  drawing  teacher  is  erupted  to  educate  all  our 
teachers,  as  well  as  scholars,  in  this  department.  The  greafr impor¬ 
tance,  growing  more  urgent  each  year,  of  a  familiarity  with  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  industrial  and  mechanical  sciences  in  our  manufacturing 
towns,  renders  this  a  subject  worthy  the  consideration  of  all. 

History. 

By  a  rule  of  the  Committee,  applicants  for  admission  to  our  High 
schools  are  now  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  United 
States  History,  in  addition  to  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography, 
Reading  and  Spelling,  and  by  another  ruje,  this  study  is  made  one 
of  the  regular  studies  of  the  first  class  in  our  Grammar  schools.  The 
result  has  been  gratifying.  .Classes  have  been  organized  in  all  our 
Grammar  schools,  and  much  interest  been  aroused.  In  the  Broad- 
street  Grammar,  the  chronology  of  the  principal  events  from  the  col¬ 
onization  of  the  country  down  to  the  Revolution,  was  given  at  the 
examination  with  remarkable  accuracy. 

In  this  report,  no  mention  has  been  made  of  the  lower  division  of 
the  Commercial-street  Grammar.  A  change  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Fall  term  was  deemed  advisable  in  that  school,  before  a  Primary,  in 
order  that  scholars  and  classes  in  the  same  building  might  work 
together.  The  present  teacher  of  the  school  has,  in  other  schools  in 
town,  previously  established  an  excellent  reputation  as  an  instructor 
and  disclipinarian,  and  the  school  is  doing  well. 

High  Schools. 

Our  High  schools  have  been  under  the  elficient  management  of  the 
same  principals  as  last  year,  both  gentlemen  of  culture  and  refine¬ 
ment,  and  thoroughly  interested  in  their  work.  In  the  North  school  a 
change  of  assistant  teathers  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall 
term,  Miss  M.  A.  Smith  being  succeeded  there  by  Miss  H.  Terry. 
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It  affords  us  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  fine  scholarship  and  thorough 
instruction  of  the  former.  The  order  in  her  room  was  not  always 
what  we  might  wish,  but  she  won  the  esteem  and  affection  of  the 
scholars  under  her  tuition,  and  her  classes  always  recited  well.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year  (September),  a  change  in  the  coarse 
of  High  school  studies  was  made,  one  day  thereafter  being  devoted  to 
Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography,  and  Rhetorical  exercises.  Previ¬ 
ously,  Arithmetic  and  Grammar  had  been  taken  up  by  the  fourth,  or 
entering  class,  and  pursued  a  part  of  the  first  year,  but  Geography 
was  confined  to  the  lower  schools.  It  has  been  found  that  our 
graduates  have  passed  from  our  High  schools  ignorant  of  many  of 
the  elementary  principles,  and  totally  unfit  to  assume  the  duties  of 
teachers  in  our  common  schools,  either  because  principles  in  those 
studies,  at  the  comparatively  early  age  at  which  most  of  them  enter 
our  High  schools,  had  not  become  fixed,  or  lapse  of  time  had  dissipated 
them  from  their  memory.  Their  examination  for  positions  in  our 
schools  has  developed  great  ignorance  of  essential  Grammar  school 
knowledge.  It  is  believed  that  one  school  day  through  a  four  }mars 
course  will  fix  principles  and  keep  these  studies  fresh. 

The  order  and  attendance  of  the  North  school  has  been  good.  It 
has  been  found  necessary  to  discipline  one  or  two  scholars  for  im¬ 
proper  conduct ;  but  the  grossly  exaggerated  reports  of  looseness  in 
morals  and  habits  that  have  been  in  circulation  relative  to  this  school, 
are  without  foundation.  There  has  been  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  a 
few  in  the  South  school  to  be  irregular,  and  the  teacher  has  been  em¬ 
barrassed  in  his  work  thereby.  There  is  too  little  regard  paid  by 
many  to  the  general  interests  of  our  schools,  and  the  disorganization 
one  irregular  scholar  even  can  bring  about.  Neither  singing  or  draw¬ 
ing  is  taught  in  either  of  our  High  schools.  Certainly,  the  education 
of  our  young  ladies  is  incomplete  while  these  are  neglected.  Judi¬ 
cious  instruction  in  these  branches  would  do  more  toward  the  cultiva¬ 
tion  in  after  life  of  refinement  and  taste,  than  any  now  taught  in  our 
schools. 

Without  particularizing. all  of  the  studies  taken  up,  we  would  allude 
to  the  satisfactory  progress  made  in  the  Latin  classes  in  both  schools. 
There  has  been  hard  work  done  in  this  department,  and  in  critical 
analysis  and  grammatical  acquisitions  in  the  science  and  structure  of 
that  language,  unusual  proficiency  has  been  attained.  The  classes 
in  French  and  Chemistry  in  the  North,  and  Astronomy  and  Rhetoric 
in  the  South,  deserve  favorable  mention.  In  Algebra,  some  scholars 
have  recited  brilliantly  ;  but,  as  a  whole,  in  neither  school  have  classes 


in  this  study  quite  come  up  to  our  expectations.  The  class  in  Greek 
at  the  North,  is  laying  a  good  foundation  for  future  work.  The  classes 
in  Geology  and  Philosophy,  with  some  of  the  classes  in  the  common 
branches,  passed  a  poor  examination  at  the  South. 

We  believe  another  year  will  witness  an  improvement  in  the  qualifi¬ 
cations  of  the  entering  classes  in  these  schools.  With  Grammar 
schools,  under  efficient  teachers,  we  may  hope  to  see  the  standard  of 
admittance  to  our  High  schools  raised,  and  fewer  scholars  admitted 
who  cannot  appreciate  or  derive  advantage  from  our  High  school 
course.

INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  fourteen  schools  of  this  grade,  which  give  instruction  to 
six-hundred  pupils,  having  an  average  age  of  ten  years.  Although 
there  are  features  which  all  these  schools  present  in  a  degree  suffi¬ 
cient  to  entitle  them  to  the  designation  of  u  Intermediate,”  yet  on  in¬ 
spection  of  them,  and  comparison  of  one  with  another,  your  Commit¬ 
tee  find  that  it  will  be  difficult  to  exhibit  a  faithful  report  of  their 
condition  ’without  grouping  them  under  subdivisions,  each  subdivis¬ 
ion  including  schools  which  resemble  each  other  in  many  essential 
points.  These  subdivisions  will,  for  convenience,  be  designated  as 
Mixed  Primary  and  Intermediate,  Lower  Intermediate,  Upper  Inter¬ 
mediate,.  and  Pure  Intermediate. 

Mixed  Primary  and  Intermediate  Schools. 

These  schools  are  an  anomaly,  and  excrescence  on  our  present  sys¬ 
tem  of  graded  schools.  They  are  a  relic  of  the  “  district  system,” 
but  up  to  the  present  time  have  been  considered  to  be  a  necessity. 
With  the  exception  of  the  Union-street  school,  which  has  fifty-six 
pupils,  these  schools  are  small,  the  Randolph-street  school  number¬ 
ing  only  twenty-six. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  this  class  of 
schools  should  be  gradually  abandoned,  and  give  place  to  the  im¬ 
proved  method  of  grading,  which  is  alone  practicable  under  the  “  town 
system.”  It  is  hoped  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  — 
which  is  embodied  in  the  chairman’s  report,  —  to  establish  a  Pri¬ 
mary  school  and  an  Intermediate  school  on  Pond  street  which  shall 
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not  only  take  the  place  of  the  “  mixed  ”  schools  on  Pond  and  Ran¬ 
dolph  streets,  but  also  relieve  the  over-crowded  schools  in  Central 
street,  will  meet  with  the  favor  of  the  town.  By  this  plan,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  schools  will  not  be  increased,  while  better  facilities  for  educa¬ 
tion  will  be  afforded. 

In  the  Union-street  and  Pond-street  schools  a  change  of  teachers 

occurred  at  the  commencement  of  the  first  term  of  the  new  school- 

year.  In  Union  street,  Miss  Emma  L.  White  gave  place  to  Miss 
- 

Clara  J.  Reed.  Miss  White  has  taught  this  school  three  years,  and 
always  to  the  acceptance  of  both  school  committee  and  parents. 
Her  successor  entered  upon  her  untried  duties  with  a  confidence  and 
zeal  which  betokened  success.  This  auspicious  beginning  has  fortu¬ 
nately  not  disappointed  us.  There  is  no  evidence  that  the  schpol 
has  suffered  from  the  change. 

In  Pond  street,  Miss  Maria  Nolan,  a  recent  graduate  of  the  High 
school,  succeeded  Miss  Emma  J.  White,  who  has  had  uninterrupted 
charge  of  this  school  for  more  than  five  years.  The  long  service  of 
Miss  White,  as  a  teacher  in  this  locality,  is  the  best  proof  of  the  esti¬ 
mation  in  which  she  has  been  held  by  the  Committee.  Miss  Nolan,  on 
taking  charge  of  the  school,  had  many  obstacles  to  overcome,  which 
were  not  entirely  surmounted  during  the  first  term.  But  a  percep¬ 
tible  improvement  in  the  management  of  the  school  was  manifest 
before  its  close. 

The  deportment  of  our  mixed  Intermediates  has  not  been  uniform. 
As  a  rule,  which  may  in  all  cases  be  relied  upon,  where  the  best  order 
and  discipline  prevails,  there  is  found  the  best  school.  The  Union- 
street  school  may  be  favorably  mentioned  in  this  respect.  In  Ran¬ 
dolph  street,  on  account  of  the  small  size  of  the  school,  the  disci¬ 
pline  may  not  have  been  so  strict  as  is  usually  required.  But  although 
mild,  it  is  believed  to  have  been  in  the  main  efficient.  In  Pond  street, 
from  circumstances  perhaps  not  wholly  avoidable,  the  deportment, 
particularly  during  the  last  term,  has  not  been  satisfactory.  A  more 
strict  discipline,  however,  which  was  enforced  toward  the  close  of  the 
term,  produced  a  marked  improvement  in  the  conduct  of  the  school. 

In  Reading,  the  number  of  classes  has  been  necessarily  large,  includ¬ 
ing  classes  in  the  Primer,  the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  Readers. 
All  of  these  classes  have  recited  at  least  once  a  day,  and  some  of 

them _ the  lower  ones  —  twice.  They  have  also  attended  to  spelling 

and  defining  the  words  at  the  head  of  the  reading  lessons.  Attention 
to  accents  and  pauses  has  been  insisted  upon. 

The  spelling  of  words  from  the  Speller,  in  addition  to  the  spelling 
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and  defining  exercise  from  the  readers,  is  also  required  of  all  except 
the  primary  scholars.  This  has  been,  attended  to  once  a  day.  The 
best  recitation  in  spelling  was  listened  to  in  the  Randolph-street 
school. 

Classes  in  Primary,  Intellectual  and  Written  Arithmetic,  are  formed 
in  all  these  schools.  The  number  of  pupils  excluded  from  the  study 
of  Arithmetic,  ou  account  of  their  youth,  is  nearly  a  third  of  the 
whole  number.  Notwithstanding  this  fact,  the  number  of  classes  in 
this  study  averages  six  to  a  school.  The  study-  of  Arithmetic  is 
always  regarded  as  the  most  important  of  any  which  is  pursued  in  our 
schools,  and  teachers  are  especially  urged  to  be  exact  and  critical  in 
their  instruction  in  this  branch.  Good  recitations  were  listened  to  by 
the  Committee  in  the  Union  street  and  Randolph-street  schools. 

Roth  the  Primary  and  Intermediate  text-books  in  Geography,  are 
used  in  the  schools  of  mixed  grade.  Although  usually,  during  the 
visits  of  the  Committee,  the  recitations  have  been  prompt,  }-et  at  the 
examination  of  all  these  schools  there  was  evinced  a  want  of  tho¬ 
roughness. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  pupils  who  attend  these  schools, 
sixty-six  only  are  sufficiently  advanced  in  their  age  and  acquirements 
to  attend  to  writing.  This  exercise,  except  in  one  of  the  schools,  is 
attended  to  twice  a  week,  and  in  all  of  them  about  an  hour’s  time  is 
devoted  to  it  weekly. 

Lower  Intermediate  Schools. 

There  are  three  schools  in  the  town  which  belong  to  this  subdivision. 
They  co-exist  with  the  upper  Intermediates  in  those  thickly-settled 
localities  where  children  of  nearly  an  equal  age  or  classification  are 
sufficiently  numerous  to  fill  two  Intermediate  schools.  There  is  but  a 
sub-grade  difference  between  these  two  classes  of  Intermediates  ;  the 
lower  division  receiving  pupils  from  the  Primary  schools,  and,  in  their 
turn,  furnishing  pupils  to  the  upper  department.  The  age  of  pupils 
in  the  lower  Intermediate  schools  averages  higher  than  that  of  the 
mixed  Intermediates,  there  being  no  primary  scholars.  A  peculiarity 
of  these  schools  is  their  superior  classification.  In  this  respect,  they 
present  a  striking  contrast  to  the  mixed  schools,  and  the  contrast  is 
vastly  in  favor  of  the  graded  plan.  The  school  in  High  street  has 
only  been  established  on  this  new  basis  since  the  beginning  of  the 
new  school  year,  and  on  that  account  does  not  at  present  rank  quite  as 
high  in  its  studies  as  the  Mt.  Pleasant  or  Central-street  schools.  We 
expect  another  year  will  witness  an  improvement  in  this  particular. 
There  are  too  many  classes  in  this  school. 
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Good  order  and  discipline  have  been  generally  maintained  in  all  the 
schools,  and  they  give  evidence  of  having  been  well  taught.  The  Cen¬ 
tral-street  school  of  this  grade  is  too  large  for  the  attainment  of  the 
best  results,  there  being  sixty  names  on  the  register. 

In  Reading,  the  Third  and  Fourth  Readers  are  used,  and  much  at¬ 
tention  is  paid  to  this  important  branch  of  education.  The  classes 
are  well  drilled  in  accentuation,  and  generally  heed  the  pauses,  which 
they  can  readily  define.  Spelling  and  defining  the  words  connected 
with  the  reading-lessons  was  practised  in  all  except  the  Mount  Pleas¬ 
ant  school.  The  Committee  suggest  that  there  be  a  uniformity  in 
*  this,  and  as  far  as  possible,  in  all  respects,  in  schools  of  the  same  rank. 
One  good  result  arising  from  the  new  method  of  examining  schools, 
adopted  this  year,  has  been  to  ascertain  wherein  schools  occupying  the 
same  level,  differ  from  each  other  in  the  requirements  of  their  pupils, 
and  to  demand  of  our  teachers  an  equal  amount  of  work  and  of  the 
same  kind. 

Spelling  from  the  Speller  is  also  taught  in  these  schools,  recita¬ 
tions  being  held  daity.  Good  progress  in  Intellectual  Arithmetic  has 
been  made  in  most  of  the  schools  of  this  division,  but  this  was  par¬ 
ticularly  evident  in  the  Mt.  Pleasant  school.  Here  also  was  a  fine 
class  in  written  Arithmetic,  which  did  itself  much  credit  in  cyphering. 

In  the  Central-street  school,  on  account  of  the  large  number  of 
pupils,  written  Arithmetic  has  not  been  taken  up.  A  class  will  be 
formed  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term.  In  the  High-street 
school  there  is  a  class  in  primary  Arithmetic.  It  is  expected  that 
this  elementary  branch  of  mathematics  will,  in  the  future,  be  confined 
to  the  Primary  school. 

In  Geography,  we  did  not  hear  a  perfect  recitation  in  either  of  the 
schools,  although  at  the  monthly  visits  good  recitations  prevailed. 
The  Central-street  school  did  itself  the  most  credit  in  this  study. 

Of  one  hundred  and  forty-four  pupils  who  attend  the  three  lower 
Intermediate  schools,  one  hundred  and  thirty  receive  elementary 
instruction  in  Writing. 

m 

Upper  Intermediate  Schools. 

These,  like  the  lower  Intermediates,  are  three  in  number,  and 
are  situated  on  Mt.  Pleasant,  High  street,  and  Central  street.  They 
contain  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  pupils;  the  Mt.  Pleasant  school 
bein<r  the  smallest,  and  the  Central-street  school  the  largest.  These 
are  the  best  classified  of  any  of  the  Intermediate  schools,  there 
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being  in  neither  more  than  two  classes  in  any  one  branch  of  study  ; 
as  a  consequence,  good  results  were  expected  at  the  final  examina¬ 
tion. 

Excellent  deportment  has  everywhere  prevailed.  Special  commen¬ 
dation  should  be  accorded  to  the  High-street  school  for  excellence  in 
reading.  Indeed,  all  the  recitations  in  this  school  were  of  the  high¬ 
est  order.  On  account  of  the  reorganization  of  the  schools  in  Ward 
Two,  this  school  has  only  held  its  present  grade  since  August.  The 
examination,  therefore,  only  covered  ground  which  had  been  passed 
over  during  the  past  term.  The  other  schools  were  examined  on  the 
studies  of  the  whole  year.  This  explanation,  while  it  will  not 
detract  from  the  high  standing  of  this  school,  is  considered  to  be 
due  to  the  teachers  of  the  other  two  schools.  In  the  Mt.  Pleasant 
school,  as  in  the  lower  Intermediate  in  the  same  locality,  no  atten¬ 
tion  has  been  paid  to  defining  the  spelling  words  in  the  readers, 
except  as  the  teacher  has  selected  words,  and  required  her  pupils 
to  give  definitions  in  their  own  language. 

In  Intellectual  Arithmetic,  remarkably  good  results  were  shown  in 
all  the  schools. 

In  both  Intellectual  and  Written  Arithmetic,  the  classes  in  the  Cen¬ 
tral-street  school  were  the  most  advanced.  In  the  Mt.  Pleasant 
school,  the  classes  in  written  Arithmetic  recited  with  fluency  questions 
from  the  book,  but  did  not  show  so  much  proficiency  in  the  operations 
upon  the  blackboard. 

The  study  of  Grammar  is  practically  commenced  in  these  schools, 
although  some  oral  instruction  in  the  elements  has  been  given  by  the 
teacher  of  the  lower  Intermediate  on  Mt.  Pleasant.  This  is  a  difficult 
stud}'-  for  young  pupils,  and  it  may  well  be  doubted  whether  any  more 
than  the  simplest  elementary  instruction  should  be  attempted  in  our 
Intermediate  schools. 

All  the  pupils  of  the  upper  Intermediate  schools  engage  in  writing, 
at  least  half  an  hour  twice  a  week. 

Pure  Intermediate  Schools. 

The  schools  belonging  to  this  subdivision  are  the  Athens,  Perkins, 
Middle  street,  Pleasant  street,  and  Main  street.  As  their  name  im¬ 
plies,  they  ma}T  be  considered  as  a  combination  of  the  lower  and  upper 
Intermediates,  which  they  represent,  both  in  respect  to  the  studies 
which  are  taught,  and  the  progress  which  is  made  in  them.  These 
schools  present  a  remarkable  uniformity  in  the  number  and  age  of 
their  pupils  ;  the  average  number  to  a  school  being  forty,  and  the  aver- 
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age  age  of  all  the  scholars  being  10.29,  which  is  higher  than  that 
of  any  other  group  of  the  Intermediates. 

The  only  change  of  teachers  which  has  occurred  during  the  year, 
has  been  in  the  Middle-street  school,  where  near  the  close  of  the  fall 
term,  Miss  M.  J.  Stubbs  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Williams. 

It  is  believed  that  efficient  government  has  been  maintained  in  all 
these  schools,  except  the  Middle  street.  Here,  it  is  very  evident, 
the  discipline  has  not  been  sufficient  to  secure  satisfactory  results. 
At  the  final  examination,  the  classes  showed  a  want  of  thoroughness, 
the  recitations  being  generally  imperfect,  although  there  were  indivi¬ 
dual  pupils  who  acquitted  themselves  well.  The  new  teacher  having 
had  charge  of  the  school  less  than  three  weeks,  was  not  held  responsi¬ 
ble  for  its  condition. 

It  gives  ns  pleasure  to  speak  in  terms  of  the  highest  commendation 
of  the  Athens  and  the  Main  street  schools.  In  both  of  them,  the  ex¬ 
ercises  throughout  were  as  nearly  perfect  as  we  can  expect  to  find  in 
any  school.  In  fact,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  highest  mark 
was  given  for  each  recitation,  on  examination  day.  If  we  should  ven¬ 
ture  to  particularize,  where  all  is  good,  we  should  say  that  the  classes 
in  reading  did  themselves  special  credit.  We  take  the  liberty  to  state, 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  examining  Committee,  these  two  schools, 
and  the  upper  Intermediate  in  High  street,  were  the  banner  schools  of 
the  Intermediate  grade.  In  making  this  statement,  we  are  well  aware 
that  there  are  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  teachers,  which 
ma}’-  prevent  the  attainment  in  all  cases  of  equally  satisfactory  re¬ 
sults. 

We  feel,  however,  compelled  to  notice,  that  in  the  Athens  school 
attention  has  not  been  given  to  spelling  and  defining  the  words  of  the 
reading  lessons,  —  a  practice  which  has  prevailed  in  most  of  our  Inter¬ 
mediate  schools,  and  which  is  expected  in  all.  In  the  Perkins  school, 
on  the  other  hand,  there  has  been  no  spelling  exercise  from  the  spel¬ 
ler.  We  also  observed  in  both  the  Athens  and  Perkins  schools  the 
entire  absence  of  the  study  of  Grammar.  In  the  latter  school,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  large  number, of  classes,  this  omission  may  be  deemed 
excusable.  We  understand  that  the  teachers  in  both  schools  have  con¬ 
solidated  these  classes,  and  have  now  introduced  elementary  instruc¬ 
tion  in  Grammar. 

The  Pleasant-street  school  labors  under  disadvantages  in  having 
a  large  number  of  classes  —  there  being  no  less  than  twenty  — 
and  also  in  the  low  attainments  of  its  pupils  — ■  there  being 
several  classes  in  the  school  which  properly  belonged  to  the  Primary. 
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This  condition  of  the  school  cannot  be  accounted  for  on  the  ground 
of  the  low  age  of  the  pupils,  for  the  average  age  of  the  school  com¬ 
pares  well  with  that  of  the  other  schools  of  its  class.  Nor  can  it  be 
wholly  accounted  for  by  the  size  of  the  school,  for  it  is  not  large. 
We  are  inclined  to  attribute  this  low  standard  of  scholarship  chiefly 
to  the  change  in  the  organization  of  the  schools  of  the  second  ward, 
which  has  been  alluded  to  above. 

We  feel  confident  that  this  is  a  good  working  school,  — the  teacher 
being  faithful  and  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties.  We  shall 
expect  better  results  at  the  close  of  another  year.  The  final  exami¬ 
nation  exhibited  commendable  progress  in  the  studies  of  the  school, 
notwithstanding  the  adverse  circumstances  just  alluded  to. 

Taking  in  review  our  Intermediate  schools  as  a  whole,  we  believe 
good  substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  the  branches  of  study 
assigned  to  them.  We  must  always  bear  in  mind,  that  more  real 
brain-work  can  be  accomplished  by  a  pupil  of  fifteen  or  sixteen  in 
one  year  than  is  ordinarily  done  by  a  child  during  the  first  five  years 
of  his  pupilage.  We  should  further  consider,  that  the  cramming  of 
the  brain  of  our  young  children  is  not  to  be  desired,  lest  while  we  strive 
to  develop  the  intellect,  the  healthy  exercise  of  the  body  is  neglected, 
and  we  rear  instead  of  a  race  of  mental  giants  a  race  of  physical  dwarfs. 

Your  Committee  on  Intermediate  schools  cannot  close  their  report 
without  calling  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  to  the 
urgent  need  of  outline  maps  in  our  schools.  Our  teachers  demand 
them,  and  the  best  educators  of  the  age  declare  that  the  study  of 
Geography  cannot  possibly  be  so  well  taught  without  the  aid  of  these 
outline  maps  as  with  them.  The  School  Committee  entertaining  this 
view,  have  caused  an  article  to  be  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the  an¬ 
nual  town-meeting,  to  provide  all  our  schools  with  these  useful  helps 
in  teaching.

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  Primary  department  of  our  schools  during  the  past  year  shows 
a  commendable  amount  of  progress,  and  that  the  teachers  have  gen- 
erall3r  been  competent  and  faithful  in  imparting  instruction  to  those 
placed  under  their  charge.  It  is  worthy  of  inquiry,  whether  sufficient 
impoitance  is  attached  to  the  Primary  department  in  our  schools. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  the  selection  of  teachers,  who 
are  fond  of  children,  and  who  will  make  good  impressions  upon  the 
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young  minds  under  their  charge.  “  Just  as  the  twig  is  bent  the  tree  is 
inclined,”  and  no  one,  with  perhaps  the  exception  of  the  parent,  has 
so  much  influence  in  keeping  the  twig  straight,  of  giving  the  right 
direction  to  the  minds  of  children,  as  the  school  teacher.  It  is  in 
this  department  that  good  or  bad  habits  in  reading  and  deportment 
are  formed  ;  and  it  is  a  mistaken  idea  that  u  anybody  will  answer  to 
teach  a  primary  school  ”  ;  on  the  contrary,  the  very  best  teachers  should 
be  employed  and  liberally  compensated. 

In  no  period  of  life  does  the  child  need  more  skilful  training  than 
during  the  days  spent  in  the  Primary  school.  Too  much  of  the  time 
is  occupied  by  the  teacher  in  hearing  the  routine  of  lessons  from  the 
book,  as  prescribed  from  day  to  day.  The  idea  of  young  scholars 
benefiting  or  interesting  themselves  by  studying  books  only  before 
they  can  read  fluently  or  understandingly,  is  absurd.  No  pleasure  is 
mingled  with  the  weary  task,  and  many  are  frequently  disgusted  with 
books  and  tired  of  school.  They  must  have  exercises  which  will  serve 
as  recreation  and  relief  to  body  and  mind,  in  some  of  which  the  whole 
school  may  engage,  such  as  singing,  manual  exercises,  etc.  Nothing 
will  excite  more  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  the  young,  than  object- 
teaching,  and  nothing  is  more  neglected.  To  this  end,  all  teachers 
should  be  acquainted  with  the  rudiments  of  Physiology,  Zoology  and 
Botany,  so  that  they  can  instruct  children  in  the  uses  and  habits  of 
familiar  objects,  for  of  these  they  are  fond  ;  and  as  the  book  of  nature 
is  ever  open,  and  new  objects  are  ever  claiming  their  attention,  in¬ 
struction  and  encouragement  from  the  teacher  will  stimulate  habits  of 
observation,  inquiry  and  future  research,  and  be  of  incalculable  men¬ 
tal  and  moral  advantage  to  our  youngest  pupils. 

WARD  I. 

This  school  has  not  come  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the 
Committee,  during  the  past  year.  The  order  has  not  been  as  good, 
compared  with  other  schools  of  the  same  grade. 

At  the  examination,  there  was  too  much  turning  and  moving  in 
the  seats,  noise  with  the  feet,  and  carelessness  in  recitation.

WARD  II. 

The  Primary  schools  in  this  ward  have,  during  the  past  year, 
without  an  exception,  made  a  commendable  amount  of  progress. 
There  has  been  a  large  amount  of  absence  occasioned  by  an  epi¬ 
demic  of  whooping-cough  —  diminishing  the  number,  in  several  of 
the  schools,  from  one-third  to  one-half. 
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WARD  III. 

The  Primary  schools  in  this  ward  are  in  a  successful  and  healthy

condition,  and  one  of  them  may  be  properly  denominated  the  u  Model 
Primary  School.”  The  Committee,  at  the  examinations,  noticed  the 
omission  of  the  definitions  connected  with  the  spelling  lesson,  in 
contrast  with  the  other  schools  in  the  town. 

WARD  IV. 

The  Primary  schools  in  this  ward  are  under  the  same  teachers 
as  last  year,  and  maintain  the  excellent  standing  which  they  have 
held  for  the  past  two  years. 


WARD  V. 

The  Primary  school  in  this  ward  is  in  charge  of  the  same  teacher, 
under  whose  charge  it  has  been  for  the  past  three  years,  and 
takes  rank  with  our  best  Primary  schools.
